Schuyler’s telegram said:

from. Charges have been made in 
the local ip A*spapers, which by im­ 
plication, .n volved me in wrong do­ 
ing in connection with the subject

I also have in my posses­ 
sion certain correspondence which 1 
believe your committee should see 
and hereby request an opportunity 
to appear before you at earliest con­ 
venient time. 
Please wire.” 
When the oil committee resumed 
its hearings this 
morning 
Stack, 
who testified yesterday, was cross 
examined 
by Chairman 
Lenroot. 
Stack 
emphasized the 
danger 
of 
drainage of Teapot Dome by w'ells 
which would be opened on the land 
fcurrounding the naval reserve under 
the action which the interior depart­ 
ment had taken in 1920 
when the 
lights to operate on such

been sold at r ublic auction. 
“In 1921 it

v.as being drained,” he said. 
He declared 
that he 
had never 
thought 
of

only trying to arrange for the priv­ 
ilege of driving offset wells to pre­ 
ten t drainage of the entire reserve.

To this the Toledo Blade di­ 
rects attention. 
“Is mah jongg as ancient 
as Confucius and was it an Oriental game 
de luxe that only Grade A hand-picked 
mandarins could play?” or is it “a thieves’ 
game, coming up from the Chinese under- 
w’orld in recent years redolent of Oriental 
yegg slang?” 
For the peace and happi­ 
ness of investors in mah jongg sets who 
are beclouded with doubt, the Blade sug­ 
gests that President Coolidge, or congress 
be asked to send a commission to China to 
settle this grievous international problem. 
This proposal seems assured of substan­ 
tial support, in view of the fact that the 
mah jongg sets imported to America from 
Shanghai jumped from 131,412 in 1922 to 
1,505,080 in 1923, according to the consul 
general’s figures. 
But perhaps there is a 
more imperative need for a committee on 
propaganda to determine 
what 
sinister 
means were employed to disseminate so 
widely in the United States a game that al­ 
ready has wrought such havoc in China. 
Does this come under the purview of the 
senate committee now laboriously engag­ 
ed?

Old Ways Do Not Pay 
Land prices have been soaring.

spindle or shaft.

cap is used, filled with good grease, 
just as in the car. 
The hub that carries the propeller 
is a rear-wheel hub, as stated above, 
and it is fitted with a second flange, 
made out of another hub, which is 
machined away until a flange is left 
that will pass over the turned portion 
of the hub proper. 
The propeller hub is drawn up on 
the tapered portion of the shaft, as in 
the car, and locked by means of a 
nut, washer, and cotter pin. The pro­ 
peller is clamped between the flanges 
by six through bolts of %-in. diameter, 
the sliding flanee allowing for a wide 


variation in the thickness of propeller 
hubs. 
A hub cap is screwed on ths 
forward side of the hub, to present a 
neat finished appearance. 
The key that holds the sprocket 
should be large and set deeply, as it 
carries all the motor torque. 
Two heavy wooden uprights, meet^ 
ing at the top to form an inverted vee, 
are bolted to the sills of the frame, and 
straddle the body of the front-wheel 
hub as shown. Four %-in. bolts hold 
the tops of the uprights firmly to the 
hub. 
Angular braces, made of 2-in. 
pipe, are also fitted, the ends being 
flattened and drilled for the bolts. The 
propeller should be balanced before 
installation, to insure vibrationless 
running. The hub cap should be filled 
with good grease, to insure perfect 
lubrication, and refilled at frequent 
intervals.
